Why does our Constitution pro­ 
vide for a system of federal courts? 
“There are in the Constitution,” 
says Daniel Webster, “grants of 
powers to Congress, and restrictions 
on these powers. There are also pro­ 
hibitions on the States. Some au­ 
thority must, therefore, necessarily 
exist, having ultimate jurisdiction. 
. . . The Constitution has itself . . . 
establ ish ed that authority . . . by de­ 
claring that ‘the Constitution and 
the laws of the United States, made 
in pursuance thereof, shall be the 
supreme law of the land. . . .' No 
State law is to be valid which comes 
In conflict with the Constitution, or 
any law of the United States passed 
In pursuance of it. 
“ But who shall decide this ques­ 
tion of interference? To whom lies 
the last appeal? This the Constitu­ 
tion itself decides also, declaring 
[Article III] that ‘the judicial power 
[of the Court] shall extend to all 
caser arising under the Constitution 
and laws of the United States.’
